potor shortage has affected the use of the street ear system.

engineering unite, have been adequate to min tain traffic. Virtually 
all the major bridges on the rail lines leading into Hanoi from the

north and east have boon by-r-assed, and in eorne oases, more than one 
type of bypass is employed. A bypass to the damaged Hanoi Bailrcad 
Rlghwsy Bridge, tor example, was in service within a month of the 
attach, and the -original bridge was completely repaired within six 
weeks. 

13. Although the bombing of the rail system has produced some 
adverse effects, the eyateoi still has the capability of transporting 
sufficient quantities to support Berth Vietnam's economy and war 
effort. Bail transportation into Etooi continues, although it is 
disrupted occasionally but never completely stopped. The important 
roads and waterways leading to Hanoi have been attacked repeatedly, 
causing s am difficulties in transport operations but repairs and 
countermeasures have offactly? maintained traffic movements. In 
general, the ccsabined mil, road, end water transport system into 
Hanoi is excellent and provides a flexible network for thchovement 
of supplies. If ary one mode is interdicted, the others are 
available to ensure the continuation of traffic.

15* Honml pre-strike power demands for the city of Hanoi 
and vicinity ranged ftaa 50,000 kw to 60,000 kv. 2hia demand vas 
furnished by the Hanoi powerplaat, and by power drawn Pros the main 
transmission network through the long Ash substation north of the 
city. All of the main powarplanta feeding the network sod the Dong 
Anh substation are out of operation* In each case, restoration of 
these facilities to partial operation will require 3 months or 
longer. Except for the installation of additional diesel generating 
eciuipaent, there is little prospect of significantly improving Hanoi's 
present power supply before, late stswsor.
